visit to Adolf Hitler. It springs from the 
anxiety the British statesman has always mani- 
fested to restore Germany on equitable terms 
to the family of European nations. Any attempt 
to perpetuate enmities awakened by the 
Great War has met in him an instant and un- 
resting foe. Only a few weeks ago he scolded 
the National Government for adopting an 
offensive attitude of cynical suspicion to Hitler's 
peace plans. To test the sincerity of these 
pacific protestations is the declared purpose of 
Lloyd George's consultations with the German 


the 


chancellor. 

There could be no more helpful contribution 
to peace than to have his adventurous experi- 
ment in good-will crowned with success. Other 
responsible British statesmen, such as Winston 
Chur or Duff Cooper, have their mouths 
full of alarmed references togwhat they deem 
the “German peril.” By the stress of unwearied 
repetition, they have succeeded in making Eng- 
lishmen regard Germany as a nation insensitive 
to honor and obedient solely to the stern obli- 
gations of war. If Lloyd George can dispel the 
fears fostered by mutual recrimination, he will 
deserve the unhesitating gratitude of all men 
who regard conflict as the assassin of human 
happiness. 

The responsibility for peace now rests with 
Hitler. Should he respond to this challenging 
opportunity in a spirit of friendship, he will 
probably secure in Lloyd George a dauntless 
and influential advocate for reconciliation with 
Germany. On the other hand an unwise in- 
sistence upon German superiority, at this junc- 
ture, may well make Europe regard Hitler's tor- 
nationalism humanity's sireme

TECHNOCRACY 


By G. B. KOE 

. (Continued) 

As Power Machinery spread out over the 
inhabited globe: as debts grew ever larger and 
larger: as automatic machinery ever displaced 
more and more workers: so the distribution 
became more and more unbalanced and the 
friction in the machine increased. 

It follows that as machines displace hand 
labor, the number of consumers, who receive 
rent and interest, obtain more mobile wealth 
or money than they are capable of consuming. 
This mobile wealth or money is, therefore, in- 
vested in more buildings, more machinery, more 
power-plants, etc., permitting less and less of 
the total mobile wealth to return to the cycle 
of production. The Power-Machine civilization 
moved now so quickly that the loss from fric- 
tion was ever more and more evident as bearing 
after bearing collapsed under the strain. 

The combined effect of these natural causes 
is that we find ourselves in this day and age 
faced with the paradox. The more we can pro- 
duce, the less we can consume. 

Consider the following four factors. Not in 
the light of the mystical magic of the silver- 
tongued orator or the philosophical platitudes of 
those disciples of Coueism, that tell you pros- 
perity is just around the corner. Investigate— 
observe and record. You will find that they 
are cold, hard unsympathetic facts: 

1. Production increased as debt prior to 1915. 
Since then it has levellea off to a comparatively 
small rate of increase. 

2. Man-hours per unit of Production fell 
slowly from 1899 to 1920: dropped faster from 
1920 to 1929 and have fallen at a rate between 
these two ever since. 

Each new hydro-electric plant will acceler- 
ate this fall as cheap electricity means more and 
more automatic machines. 

3. Machinery displaces labor. This despite 
the sophistry of learned argmuents as to auto- 
mobiles and carriages. Consider the railroad 
firemen displaced by improved locomotives and 
the harvest hands displaced by the tractor and 
the combine, that swell the ranks of the local 
unemployed. Technological unemployment is 
an established fact except to those who refuse 
to see or hear. 

4. The Total Debt of the North American 
Continent is increasing at a compound rate of 
interest between 4% and 5%. It requires little 
mathematical skill to see that before long it 
will approach astronomical figures and we will 
have to coin a word to express a million million. 
The Chase National Bank in its Bulletin of 
March 16, 1931, says: “The extent to which 
bank credit has outrun physical growth of pro- 
duction and trade since 1913 is altogether 
astounding.” 

What is the result? As production increases 
only slighlty, but man-hours per unit of pro- 
duction fall, the amount payable as wages de- 
crease more and more. Technological unem- 
ployment further reduces the total purchasing 
power of the mass of the people. This produces 
the apparent symptom of under-consumption. 
Goods aplenty but no buyers. If you doubt it, 
visit your department store. 

Having deducted that part of mobile wealth, 
that constitutes wages, the balance is divided 
between rent and interest. Those whose sole 
income is derived from these sources may spend 
them on consumption. Still a considerable por- 
tion is retained as savings and deposited in the 


banks, insurance companies and investment 
houses. Note the increase of these deposits at 
this time. Each such investment renders some 


mobile wealth immobile. Each such investment 
swells the ever mounting Total Debt. 

The more such savings are invested in new 
productive enterprises, the greater production. 
The greater production, the greater proportion 
of the return from it goes back into investment, 
which means a greater Total Debt. Meanwhile 
the low purchasing power prevents prices 
rising, so costs must be reduced by utilising 
automatic machinery. Interest is still cheaper 
than wages and the machine will not strike or 
talk back 

The Price system is making it impossible 
for the individual citizen on the one hand to 
buy goods and services while on the cther hand 
to pay in increased taxes and prices the ever 
mounting dividends and interest. 

The Price system is crashing of its own in- 
herent contradictions. It is useless to blame in- 
dividuals or groups of individuals. It is equally 
useless to talk of riot or revolution—such things 
are but the heat engendered by driving an an- 
tiquated machine at too high a speed. 

We are at the end of an era. Now before the 
machine stops of its own volition, let us 
operate to erect and get into operation a scienti- 
fically constructed machine. This can be done, 
without the loss of even one human life, afte: 
which we can wreck the old one at our leisure

JAPANESE SALMON PACK, 1936 

The fishing and packing operations carried 
on in Kamchatka waters by the two leading 
Japanese fishing companies to August 10 show 
an increase of 25 per cent in the total pack of 
canned salmon when compared with the same 
period of 1935, writes Mr. J. A. Langley, Com- 
mercial Secretary in Tokyo, in the Commercial 
Intelligence Journal. Due mainly to a con- 
trolled catch as a result of stocks of last year's 
pack being on hand, pinks declined by 3.4 per 
cent; on the other hand, the production of reds 
increased by 90 per cent, silvers by 78.9 per 
cent, and kings by 10.2 per cent. A total of 
1,235,353 cases has been produced by these two 
leading concerns operating off the Kamchatka 
coast during the period, 


Gaining Strength 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Most of the patients who consult a doctor 
complain they feel weak—thus cofessing to a 


lack of strength. Many times they want the 


physician to prescribe for them some magic 
medicine which immediately restore the 
strength which they crave and they are dis- 
appointed when they learn 
this cannot be done. 

If one wishes to increase 
his strength, there are certain 
bad habits which must 
ways be overcome and good 
ones substituted in their 
places. It is necessary to in- 
crease the functional activity 
of every part of the body if 
you wish to replace weakness 
with an abundance of 
strength. 

Vigorous physical culture exercises must be 
taken each day, if you desire the addition of 
muscular strength. A muscle grows in strength 
and endurance only as it is used. An excess of 
rest will reduce your strength and cannot be 
expected to yield any lasting improvement. The 
necessary exercises may be secured through 
calisthenics or by taking up some sport which 
is of such a nature that it will bring increased 
development of the muscular system. Long 
walks are also to be recommended. 

These walks must be taken daily in order to 
get good results and the distance must be in- 
creased until you are walking four or five miles. 
Keep a record of the number of miles you walk 
each day and see to it that every month of your 
life you cover a distance of at least one hun- 
dred miles. 

Those who are longing for strength often 
overlook the fact that real endurance will come 
only from the use of exercises which build 
vitality through a systematic repetition of such 
exercises. The prize-fighter, who must rely 
upon endurance to carry him through a long 
fight, must do the necessary “road-work” which 
will build endurance of the legs, and will de- 
velop the heart until it can perform steadily 
round after round. The fighter learns that his 
legs grow strong by running or jogging along a 
road, not by sitting in an easy chair. If he 
wants leg endurance he must work for it, and 
must repeat patiently, the running movements 
which are so monotonous. 

The best type of exercise to take for gaining 
strength is one which will increase endurance 
and be enjoyable at the same time. If only one 
hour a day can be spent in exercising, there is 
no kind of exercise which will be as pleasing 
and beneficial as walking. One can usually 
walk from three to four miles in an hour, There 
is something almost magical in the strength and 
vitality which can be developed in an hour's 
walk. To those of you who wish to build great- 
er strength, so that you may enjoy increased 
power every moment of your waking day, I 
strongly advise that you secure that strength 
by walking. 

Those who are not accustomed to walking 
for so long a period will do well to start with a 
fifteen minute walk the first day and gradually 
increase the time and distance each day. A 
good plan is to take your walk shortly before 
dinner in the evening. Start with the fifteen 
minute walk the first day, and increase the 
time only a minute daily, no matter how much 
you feel like walking longer. If you follow this 
plan, you will never become exhausted and the 
increase in time and distance will be so gradual 
that you will always be eager to walk farther 
each day. Stick to the one minute a day in- 
crease and in forty-five days you will be cover- 
ing four miles and feel full of pep at the finish 

After returning from your walk, rest after 
taking a cold shower bath and dress yourself in 
fresh clothes for dinner. Try these suggestions, 
and if you have been enervated and all tired 
out you will find your strength returning. If 
you seem to be “all run down,” the walking 
will “wind you up” in a short time

bursement of credit to pay divi-! 
dends, taxation and expenses. I have 
allowed for an increase in produc- 
tion but the rate of increase in 
production could not possibly keep 
pace with the rate of increase of 
credit issues.

WOULD THEREFORE CONTINUE 
TO RISE SHARPLY. Unemploy- 
ment would continue to decline, 
perhaps to zero. As men passed 
from the unemployed to the em- 
ployed status they would benefit 
less and less from the dividend 
The more income they received, the 
more they would pay in increased 
prices and the less they would 
benefit from dividends.

Aberhart and his government 
were not the only ones concerned 
with the problem of providing 
food, shelter and clothing, for the 
people of Alberta, and that many 
who were working at this prob- 
lem long before Premier Aber- 
hart came into office “or entered 
politics, although they said far 
less about it, were of the opinion 
that this desirable state of affairs 
cannot be brought abovt in Mr. 
Aberhart’s way, Rev. A. K. Mc- 
Minn in a sermon at McDougall 
United church warned that under 
the present administration the 
trend appeared to be toward 
Fascism and Nazism. 
Criticism of the government 

“disregard of the constitution, 
existing law and the courts” 
voiced by Mr. McMinn, and also 
danger in the government’s “in- 
tolerance of criticism” and for the 
threat to “freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press.” 

Taking as his subject, “Must We 
Co-operate Heartily,” Mr 
asked just what was meant by co- 
operation in Alberta now 

“Of course we must co-operate 
with any government that succeeds 
to the place of power in a constitu- 
tional way and proceeds to govern 
in a constitutional way. Every 
Christian and every decent, 
abiding citizen assumes that, and 
never questions it for a moment,” 
said Mr. McMinn. 

“But when we assume that we 
are thinking of the particular gov- 
ernment in 
the authority and power of the in- 
stitution to fulfill the proper func- 
tions of government 


FOR THE RIGHT 
“The powers of the institution of 
government are ordained of God,” 
he continued. “All the forces of 
right in the universe are behind 
them in the interest of order, jus- 
tice, liberty and the well-being of 
the individual citizen and stranger 
within our gates. The alternative 
to that is anarchy, chaos, 
the loss of liberty and protection, 
and the mad rule of the mob.
